National Health Insurance. 


The National Health Insurance (Naval and Military Forces) 
(Time Limits) Regulations, 1912, Amendment Regu- 
lations, 1913, dated December 18, 1913, made by 
the Insurance Commissioners, the Irish Insurance 
Commissioners, and the Welsh Insurance Commissioners 
UNDER SECTION 46 OF THE NATIONAL INSURANCE ACT, 1911 
(1 & 2 Geo. 5, c. 55), amending the National Health 
Insurance (Naval and Military Forces) (Time Limits) 
Regulations, 1912. 


The Insurance Commissioners, the Irish Insurance Commis- 
sioners, and the Welsh Insurance Commissioners, in pursuance 
of the powers conferred on them hy Sections 46 and 65 of the 
National Insurance Act, 1911, hereby make the following 
Regulations : — 

1. These Regulations may be cited as the National Health 
Insurance (Naval and Military Forces) (Time Limits) Regula- 
tions, 1912, Amendment Regulations, T913, and shall be read as 
part of the National Health Insurance (Naval and Military 
Forces) (Time Limits) Regulations, 1912, which are in these 
Regulations referred to as the “ principal Regulations,” and the 
principal Regulations and these Regulations may he cited together 
as the National Health Insurance (Naval and Military Forces) 
(Time Limits) Regulations, 1912 and 1913. 

2. The principal Regulations shall have effect and shall be 
deemed always to have had effect as if — 

(i) for Article 2 of the principal Regulations there were sub- 
stituted tbe following Article : — 

“ 2. For the purposes of sub-section (1) of Section 46 of the 
Act, the time within which a seaman, marine, or soldier, who 
has completed the period of his first engagement and has re- 
engaged for pension, may elect to have deduction made from 
his pay, shall be — 

(а) In the case of a man who so re-engages on or after the 

1st day of July, 1913, any time up to and includ- 
ing the first day on which he receives pay after 
the date of his re-engagement; and 

(б) In the case of a man who has re-engaged before the 

1st day of July, 1913, any time before that date : 
Provided that in the case of a soldier who was on the 1st 
day of June, 1913, serving outside the United Kingdom, this 
Regulation shall apply as though the 1st day of January, 
1914, were substituted for the 1st day of July, 1913 ” ; and 
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(ii) for Article 4 of the principal Regulations there were sub- 
stituted the following Article : — 

<f 4. For the purpose of paragraph (h) of subsection (3) 
of Section 46 of the Act the time within which an appli- 
cation under that paragraph may be made to the Commis- 
sioners shall, in the case of a man who is discharged outside 
the United Kingdom, be any time within six months of his 
discharge, and, in the case of any man who is discharged 
medically unfit within the United Kingdom at any time be- 
tween the 15th day of July, 1912, and the 13th day of 
October, 1912, he any time before the 15th day of January, 
1913.”
